Passes in the Senate—A Day Spent on Deficiency Ap 
propriationa. 

Wastincton, April 13.—In the senate 
Messrs. Plumb, Allison and Beck were ap- 
pointed conferes on the government post- 
office appropriation bill. Mr. Cameron, of 
Pennsylvania, presented a protest trom the 
Central branch of the land league of America 
against the imprisonment of American citi- 
zens in Ireland. Referred. 

AN OLD CLAIM, 

The senate then took up the bill for the ad- 
justment of the claims growing out of the de- 
struction of the United States private armed 
brig, General Armstrong, in the port of Fayal, 
Azores islands, in 1814. The comuittee 
amendment specifying that the total of the 
claims to be passed upon, (not exceeding $70,- 
739) is the amount proved before the court of 
claims, was agreed to. Mr. Pendleton 
eulogized the valor and skill of the offi- 
cers and crew of the Armstrong 
in defending their vessel against the attack of 
three British war vessels. He regarded it as 
one of the most heroic and brilliant actions in 
our naval history. Mr. Platt briefly oppused 
the measure. The bill was passed—yeas 41, 
nays 13. Mr. Kellogg’s bill to extend the 
limits of the port ot New Orleans, and for 
other purposes was passed, after the $200,000 
appropriation had -been stricken out, as 
recommended by the committee on commerce. 

THE INDIAN-RAILROAD BiLL. 

The Indian territory railroad bill was again 
taken up, and somewhat tedious and desul- 
tory debate upon it followed. Messrs. Sher- 


man, Ingalls, and Jones (of Florida) et 


it, and Messrs. Williams, Call and Maxey 
favored the bill. The pending amendment 
to require consent to the bill of the general 
council of the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
nations, before it shall take’ effect, was re- 
jected—ayes 15, nays 30. Lhe amendments 
offered by Messrs. Plumb, McMilian . and 
Saulsbury were accepted by Mr. Maxey, in 
charge of the bill, which then passed—yeas 
31, nays 15. 
APFROPRIATION MATTERS 

On motion of Mr. Kellogg, the bill appro- 
priating six million dollars for the improve- 
ment of the Mississippi and Missouri rivers 
was taken up and laid over as unfinished bus- 
iness for to-morrow. Mr. Plumb, from the 
committee on appropriations, reported, with- 
out amendment, the house bill appropriating 
¢80,000 to supply the deficiency in the current 
year in the subsistence of the Arrapahoe, 
Cheyenne, Apache, and other Indian tribes. 
He explained that the bill was substantially 
identical with the one recently originated and 
passed by the senate, and made nec- 
essary because the house had declined 
to recognize the right of the senate 
to originafe the measure. Mr. Beck said 
he did not concede the question, but waived 
it for the time. The bill passed. Mr. Plumb, 
from the same committee, reported, without 
amendment, the house bill appropriating the 
following amounts to supply deficiencies in 
the current year: $170,000 for printing stamps, 
etc., for the revenue department: $25,000 for 
the manufacture of paper for the use of the 
treasury department; also $150,000 to continue 
work on the Washington monument, the lat- 
ter appropriation being for the next fiscal 
year, and to give the person in charge a basis 
upon which to make his contracts for the 
coming year at this time. Passed. Ad- 
journed. 

THE TARIFF COMMISSION, 

In the house, on motion of Mr. Ellis, of 
Louisiana, the senate bill was passed provid- 
ding for one appraiser and two assistant ap- 
praisers at the port of New Orleans, instead of 
two appraisers and one assistant appraiser, as 
at present. 

THE TARIFF COMMISSION BILL. 

The morning hour having been dispensed 
with, the house, at 12:40, went into commit- 
tee of the whole on the tariff commission 
bill. Mr. Turner, of Georgia, opposed the 
pending bill, contending that the tariff need- 
ed immediate revision, and then argued in 
support of a revenue tariff.

TEXAS TRAIN ROBBERS. 


\ Gang of Six Masked Men Go Through a Santa Fe 
Train. 

CLEBURNE, Tex., April 13.—A sensation Las 
been created throughout this region to-day by 
the intelligence of the robbery of the north- 
bound train on the Gulf, Colorado and Santa 
Fe railway, a few miles south of here last 
night. Therobbery occurred at Blum, a water 
station, It was committed by six men, wear- 
ing masks, coarsely attired. They entered the 
passenger coach with drawn pisto's. One 
guarded either end of the car to prevent the 
flight of passengers. While two thus guarded 
the train, two more robbers, with cocked re- 
volvers, walked through the train. One had 
a pillow-slip, used as a bag. Presenting 
vhe slip to each passenger, the latter 
was ordered to contribute something to the 
missionary cause. Nearly every passenger 
did as ordered. When the robbers were 
about through the train, the conductor came 
in. He saw at a glance the situation. and 
made a break for the express car. Ofte of the 
robbers fired at the conductor but missed, the 
ball going through the expresscar door. The 
robbers then jumped off the car and escaped 
in the darkness. Some of the passengers say 
the robbers got about $1,300, others that the 
sum did not execed $500. Officers at Fort 
Worth were notified, and bloodhounds put on 
the track of the robbers, but no arrest as yet. 
Itissupposed this isthe same gang who, a 
few weeks ago, attempted to wreck the north- 
bound night train by removinga rail. The 
authorities suspect certain parties, who are 
evidently green hands at the business. The 
weapons were cap and ball, navy reyolvers. 


A TERRIBLE STORY

‘The drawback to education, as it has man- 
ifested itself to me, is thatin the south there 
are a vast aumber of colleges and academies.

While they have a course of study in keeping 
with their titles, the fact is that they do not 
rank with an elemental school.’’ 

“Why is this?”

When achild, therefore, reaches the age of 
fourteen or thereabout, instead of being ad- 
vanced to that stage necessary for the academ- 
ical course, the pupil goes tothe academy 
ashamed to begin at the bottom, and wasting 
time in looking over studies for which the 
perpen preparations were not made. 

ence we see schools turning out pupils with 
the most shallow veneering of instruction, in- 
troduced to the world as a graduates, and yet 
lacking the true basis of education.”’ 

THE REMEDY SUGGESTED. 

‘‘How would you remedy this?’ 

“By the establishment of elemental schools, 
the object of which should be to prepare the 
child under fourteen for the higher studies. 
To this duty the south is not at present 
equal. The great object, then, of the south- 
ern educators and legislators should be to 
favor the establishment of such schools at 
the county seats. The county seat are the 
keys to the situation. From such schools 
others, perhaps not quite so pretentious, 
will in time be established. Smaller towns, 
seeing the advantages of education, will 
soon take up the idea and vote a tax on 
themselves for their own credit. From these 
schools, constantly increasing in numbers, will 
go forth scholars prepared to take up the 
acadeniic course, and in ashorter time than 
you dream of, the south will be dotted all 
over with these evidences of progress.’’ 

NATIONAL AID. 
“From what source, besides local taxation, 
may we expect assistance in this work ?”’ 
‘It is a work of great national importance, 


and I am, therefore, strongly in favor of con- 
gressional aid.’’ 


‘What particular measure do you favor?” 
‘IT think the Telier bill is decidedly the best 
bill before congress. It aims at a direct ap- 
propriation from the treasury, distributed on 
the basis of illiteracy, and to be expended in 
the support of such elemental schools as ] 
have just described to you. Of course, the 


communities will be expected to contribute 


liberally in order to secure the benefit of this 


governmental assistance.”’ 


‘‘What are the chances of the passage of the 
bill ?”’ 
‘“‘None of the bills have as yet been advanc- 
ed in congress. Several. weeks since 1 was in 
Washington, and 1 madea fair test of congres- 
signal opinion.”’ 
‘‘What conclusions did you reach ?”’ 
“That some one of these bills will becomea 
law, if not this session, then certainly the 
next. The members from the north and 
west are generally convinced of the necessity 
of such a measure, and will unite in its pas- 
sage. The only opposition I find to it is from 
the members of some of the strictly rural 
states—such for instance as New Hampshire. 
These gentlemen come to Washington with 
high notions of economy. Senator Hoar, I 
believe, will advocate the bill,’ 
‘‘How do tne southern members stand on 
the question?’ 
“Almosta unit in favor of it—in fact, I 
know of sut.one southern congressman—Sen- 
ator Vance, of North Carolina—who is affected 
by the states rights view of the case. You 
may depend upon it that when the bill comes 
up it will not be defeated by southern votes.” 
‘What is the principal difficulty in the

“The great number of bills on the subject.

‘What of the Peabody fund?’ 
“Itis doing’an excellent work in preparing 
teachers for the duty of instructing the rising 
generation. A better man than Dr. J. L. M. 
Currie could not have been selected to carry 
on the work. He is zealous and eloquent, 
and devotes his entire time to the interest of 
his charge.”’ 

PUBLIC OPINION GUAGED. 

“What have been your means of guaging 
public opinion in the south?” 

‘I have visited every section of the south 
by invitation of its best citizens. I have been 
taken into their homes, and conversed 
familiarly with them on every phase of the 
question, and I have found the desire univer- 
sal to extend the benefits of the school into 
every corner of the country. The want of 
funds has been the only drawback.

South Carolina was a revelation to me. The 
white people I found working with wonderful 
zeal and unity. Charleston, for its population 
und wealth, has done as much as 
any city in the union.

Memories ot the Early Settlement of the Muscogee 
County Seat. , 
From the Columbus Times. 

‘CusseTa.—Last ni,ht I spent with Mr. Wm. 
Bagley, one of the few men now living who was 
present af the birth of your city, Columbus, 
who saw its broad streets laid off, and who 
hunted game in the virgin forest where now 
stands the handsome stores and palatial resi- 
dences of your citizens. Mr. Bagley is about 
71 years of age, six feet high, of powerful 
physique and in the full enjoyment of a vig- 
orous old age. He lives about two miles from 

ta, to which place he always walks in 
prefegence to having his horse caught. His 
ace is located on a beautiful knoll in 
the center of his vast landed possessions, 
which comprise 3,000 acres in one unbroken 
body. He can truthfully proclaim himfelf 
monarch of all the surveys. He isa farmer 
after the old school, whose corn crib is not in 
the far west, but in his horse lot, whose sheep 
on his own hills, whose hogs crack corn 
oar the mill, and whose dairies are stored 
with milk and butter from his own 
His declining years are surrounded with 
and plenty, the reward of a life of in- 
omitable energy and industry. 
After supper as we gathered around the 
yawning coh? ages which was heaped with

We traveled 
an Indian trail, frequently having to cut out 
a road. hen we went to Columbus we 
pitched ourtenton the bank of the river, 
right about where the Alabama warehouse 
now stands. Where all the town now stands 
was a wilderness and it was not laid off till 
the year afterwards. The settlement was 
lower down the river. My father was sort of 
acarpenter and we helped to build the first 
houses. There were no saw mills there then 
and the lumber used was ripped out, by 
hand.’’

BIG CORN SHUCKING. 

“The biggest corn shucking I ever saw was 
right about where the Columbus iron works 
now stand, General @§well Woolfolk’s, and a 
smarter or better man never lived. His plan- 
tation was in the bend of the river, now 
owned by Kyle. The corn was brought up on 
flat boats, 3,000 or 4,000 bushels, and banked 
at the place named. All the negroes in the 
neighborhood and half the town, together 
with a hundred or two Indians, were there, 
and the pile was shucked out in a jiffy. Spir- 
its flowed free, and such singing and dancing 
I never saw or heard before orsince. The 
best dancers among the Indians had their 
legs ornamented with rattlers, which as they 
danced kept time to their crooning songs, very 
much like the Spanish castanets. They were 
made with terrapin shells, from which the 
meat had been taken. and filled with dry 
beans. These were attached to a dry skin and 
fastened to the: leg below the knee as orna- 
ments as well as musical instruments. I tell 
you they made a night of it. General Wool- 
folk was the leader and idol of the whig party 
there then and agreat man he was, 

FOURTH OF JULY 
was a big day there in those good old days.

Regular Bi-Monthly Meeting of Directors— Business 
Transacted. 
From the Augusta Chronicl>. 

The regular bi-monthly meeting of the di- 
rectors of the Georgia Railroad and Banking 
company was held at the bank in this city 
yesterday. All the members were present 
except Dr. Hamilton and Judge Reese. The 
reports of the operations of the bank were 
read, and were highly satisfactory. <A quar- 
terly dividend ot two and a half per cent, 
payable July 15th, was declared. The senti- 
ment of the board was strongly in favor of 
making the dividends, from October Ist, 
eleven per cent annually, or two and three- 
quarters per cent quarterly, and that 
will undoubtedly be the dividend from 
and after that date. When the 
Georgia and Central railroad became joint 
owners of the Western railroad of Alabama, 
it was agreed that the Central railroad should 
have the branch from Opelika to Columbus, 
and the Georgia railroad the branch from 
Opelika to West Point, while the two were to 
hold the remainder of the road in common, 
The Georgia road, however, concluded that it 
did not care for the branch from Opelika to 
West Point; but, as the Central railroad de- 
sired that portion from Opelika to West 
Point, Mr. Virgil Powers and Colonel L. P. 
Grant were appointed a committee to fix the 
amount which the Central railroad should 
pay forit.

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A DETAILED ACCOUNT OF HIS{ 


ILLNESS. 


His Attack Ascribed to a Poisoning by the Atmos- 
‘ phere of the House in Which He Livec—A 
Complete eription of His Atiack— 
The 7" and Its Remedy. 


From the Augusta Chronicle, 

We alluded in an editorial paragraph a few 
days since to a oircular ,which we had re- 
ceived, evidently written by a physician, and 
giving a detailed account of the circumstan- 
ces attending the attack ef Hon. George R. 
Black. The circular will prove of interest to 
the friends of that gentleman throughout the 
state, and is as follows: 

“This case is one of peculiar and special 
interest, inasmuch as the cause of his sudden 
and continued illness may be traced to the 
alleged unsanitary condition of the house in 
which he lived. It must, however, be stated 
that he was a dyspeptic, and during the past 
few years had frequently suffered from severe 
attacks of sudden illness, usually foilowing 
indiscretions in diet. In January last he con- 
sulted a physician in this city, by whom he 
was informed of the nature of his digestive 


trouble, and also that his heart was very 
weak, and. would not bear any violent strain. 
Under the general directions of his physician 
his health hadimproved. On ¥riday morn- 
ing, March 10, he walked from his dwelling, 
1025 Vermont avenue, to the capitol, and ex- 
pressed himself as feeling better than he had 
for several years. About 2 o’clock he ate, 
at the house restaurant, a half dozen 
raw ovsters. Soon after returning to his seat 
in the hall of the house of representatives he 
felt uncomfortable, and went to the library to 
examine some authorities, but continuing to 
grow worse he abandoned the effort, and as he 
returned to the hall bought and ate an orange. 
His discomfort increased, and at four o’clock 
he left the capitol and walked to his lodgings, 
reaching there about five p.m. During his 
walk home he was nauseated, dizzy, and fre- 
quently staggered. Hedidnoteat any dinner. 
Believing that the oysters had caused his sick- 
ness, he took an emetic of mustard and warm 
water; repeated 1t several times and gagged 
himself frequently with his finger. He vom- 
ited freely and often, but did not get the re- 
lief expected. At teno’clock a physician was 
summoned, who found him walking the floor 
in great distress. His pulse was forty and 
barely perceptivle. The surface was blanched 
and cold as ice; lips and face perfectly white; 
nausea constant, with occasional violent 
retchings. Complained of tingling sensa- 
tions and numbness of the left extremities, 
and was so restless that he could not be in- 
duced to rqnain in bed until admonished ot 
the danger of continued disobedience, and 
even then he could not maintain any posi- 
tion longer than five seconds, but tossed 
about the bed in every conceivable manner 
and form. After occasional violent retchings 
he would fall back in some position, in which 
he remained fora brief period. He experi- 
enced no pain, and denied having had a chill 
or having felt cold. His mind was perfectly 
clear, and every question was answered calm- 
ly and fully. This condition continued with- 
out abatement, notwithstanding the employ- 
ment of various remedies, both external and 
internal, until 1 a. m., llth March, when 
after the administration of a powerful heart 
stimulant, his pulse rose to forty-eight in a 
minute, the jactication gradually ceased, his 
respiration improved, and at 6 o'clock his 
pulse was sixty-four,surface moderately warm, 
and he slept quietly. At this hour the physi- 
cian left him, to be again called at eight,when 
he was found to be completely paralyzed 
on the left side. Sensation and motion 
were entirely lust in both left extremities. 
The motion of the tongue was but slightly, 
if atall, disturbed. Articulation was indis- 
tinct because of the partial left facial paraly- 
sis. Reaction was complete; his pulse was 
good, and the temperature of his body but 
slightly above the normal. This condition 
continued without any important change 
until 1 p.m., Sunday, 12th. After a transient 
coldness his temperature rose rapidly to 103.5 
degrees, and gradually subsided, falling to 
normalat 8 a.m., 13th. The paralysis had ex- 
tended to the rightside. He was left without 
voluntary power below the neck. He could 
express assent bya slight nodding, and dissent 
by a slighter rotary movement of the head, 
but could not retain his head in any position, 
even upon the pillow, without artificial sup- 
port. The muscles of respiration were also 
involved, and life was only maintined during 
the day by. artificial respiration, and frequent 
stimulation of the respiratory and circulatory 
centers. Aftey Monday, 13th, mechanical 
means were not necessary, but remedies were 
employed at varying intervals daily until the 
20th to maintain the circulation aud respira- 
tion. In fact, for the first ten days, life 
seemed purely artificial. During this time, 
and until the 26th. a physician was by his 
side night and day, always ready for a threat- 
ening emergency. 

‘His fever rose at 12 p.m. 13th, to 101.4 de- 


| grees, fell to 100 degrees at 3 a.m.; 14th, again 


rose to 101,4 degrees at 6 a.m., to fall to 98.8 
degrees at 9 a.m. From this time till 5 p.m., 
17th, the temperature of his body varied be- 
tween 93.2 degrees and 100.2 degrees, his 
pulse between 106 and 128, and his respiration 
befween 20 and 36. On the 17th, between tue 
hours of 1:30 a.m. and 2:30 p.m., another ex- 
acerbation occurred, his temperature rising 
from 98.4 degrees to 102.2 degrees and falling 
to 98.8 degrees. During the 18th, his tenmaper- 
ature was generally below 98 degrees. At3 
p.m. on the 19th, and at 12 m., 20th the tem- 
perature was 100.1 degrees. Since the 20th he 
has had no tever. 

“During the illness his intellect has been 
perfectly clear, not even obscured - either 
during the periods of collapse or of high 
fever. 

‘‘After the disappearance ef fever he grad- 
ually regained the faculty of speech, but not 
until the 26th of March was there any evi- 
dence of returning power, first shown in re- 
gaining control of the sphincters, then in the 
right thumb, and now, April 3d, he can move 
most of the fingers of each hand, and the 
feet very slightly; can extend his legs,’ 
straighter his back, and hold and turn his 
head at pleasure on a pillow. Since the 2th 
life has been maintained without artificial 
aids, and he has gained daily. Electro-mus- 
cular contracility and sensibility are good in 
all the voluntary muscles. Sensation is 
nearly normal. Appetite and digestion good. 
He is encouraged by the prospects of ultimate 
and complete recovery. 

“Mr. Black occupied the second floor of the 
house asa dwelling, and had an office room 
in the basement, in which he passed many 
hours in the morning before going to the cap- 
itol, and at night after the adjournment of 
the house of representatives. Senator Grover 
occupied the parlor floor, and Captain Hooper 
the third floor. The senator has been‘ill for 
several weeks, some member of Mr. Black’s 
family has been sick since moving into the 
house, and, on March 18th, scarlet fever broke 
outin the family of Captain Hooper, The 
house is supplied with fixed washstands in 
every room, and water closets and bath rooms 
on each floor. In the basement office are also 
permanent fixtures. The house is filled with 
unpleasant odors from cellar to garret, and 
has been condemned by the authorities as an 
unfit habitation. 


“The theory of the writer is that Mr. Black 
was poisoned by the atmosphere of the house, 
that he hada chill on the day he was taken 
sick, followed by congestion, and subsequently 
by acute inflammation of the spinal cord. It 
must also be said that he came from a malarious 
district, in which malarial and typhoid fevers 
were very prevalent during the autumn. Two 
of his children had been sick with malarial 
fever previous to the occupancy of the house 
referred to. 

‘‘He is now comfortably located in a hquse 
believed to be free from any noxious emana- 
tions and hopes are entertained of his com- 
plete recovery.

_ ‘The fifty-sesond annual conference of the 
church of Jesus Christ or Latter Day Saints 
was adjourned without day on Monday of this 
week, and the telegraphic reports of the ses- 
sion, that have come to hand, show the course 
that the Mormons intend to pursue. In the 
first place there will be no present division in 
thechurch. Each and_all consider themselves 
the victims of oppression, and they intend to 
face the new antagonism calmly and 
unitedly. They are also determined 
to meet the Edmunds movement in Utah, or 
in the !anguage of their own speakers, ‘‘to live 
“their religion, leave the direction of affairs to 
“their priesthood, and the result in the hands 
‘of God.” They do not propose to take the 
aggressive at all.. During the entire confer- 
ence only one speaker urged anything that 
looked like ‘“Boycotting,”’ and his defiance 
consisted in advising the congregation to 
make all their purchases at Mormon shops. 
They propose, it seems, to calmly endure 
while persecution runs its course, leaving to 
their leaders the task of upsetting 
the Edmunds bill in the courts. As to 
the bill itself, one of the apostles 
theught it would lead through publicity to a 
large increase of converts in the eastern states, 
and Apostle Snow said: “There is something 
“good in it, for it legalizes “every issue from 
‘‘nlural marriages up to January 1 1883, where 
‘the marriages had been performed by the 
‘cetemonies of the Mormon sect, although if 
“any-one had been guilty of bigamy or po- 
‘‘Iygamy outside the ceremonies of the Mor- 
‘‘mon sect his issue is not legitimate. No per- 
‘‘son a few years ago could have ever expected 
“sach an act of congress. “But it h&s passed 
‘and been signed by the president.”’ 

All of the speakers stood unflinchingly up 
to what they were pleased to call ‘‘plurality,”’ 
and President Taylor himself said: ‘‘Some of 
‘‘our kind friends have suggested thet. we cast 
‘our wives off, but our feelings are averse to 
“that. Weare bound to them for time and 
“eternity—we have covenanted before high 
“heaven to remain bound tothem. I feel 
‘like saying in the name of Israel’s God, we 
‘‘will keep the covenant and ask all to say to 
‘“‘thisamen. (Herea loud and hearty ‘Amen’ 
“was pronounced by the congregation.) We 
‘‘may have nestled behind a hedge while the 
“storm is passing over, but let us be true to 
“ourselves, our wives, out families and our 
“God, and all will be well.’’ Again, he ex- 
horted the {saints to keep within the laws, 
but at the same time to live their religion and 
be true to their wives and the principles of 
their church. Several other speakers touched 
upon the fact of plurality being an integral 
doctrine of Mormonism and not to be inter- 
fered with without committing an outrage 
against the religion. 3 

These utterances. and the entire action of 
the conference bring the country face to face 
with a serious problem; and the interest that 
is felt in the execution of the Edmunds bill 
will be greatly increased. Mr. Arthur has no 
more important work on hand than the selec- 
tion of the new commission; for upon its 
composition depends to a great extent the ef- 
ficacy of the work that congress has inaugurg- 
ted. If the commission is to be made up of 
republicans and assistant democrats for the 
purpose of giving the administration two new 
senators and a member, then nothing valuable 
will come from this attempt to stamp out 
polygamy; but if on the other hand the 
law is honestly applied, and_= every 
means taken to protect and jyromoie 
the Gentile population in the 
territory, Mormonism will gradually disap- 
pear, and no war will be necessary to turn 
Utah into a monogamous state. Wisdom, tact, 
courage and skill are needed in the solution 
of this difficult problem, and Mr. Arthur can 
find no nvan who is too good or too great for 
the proposed work of supervision. The new 
inspectors of election should to a man be 
statesmen and honest men, and if they fall 
short of this upon Mr. Arthur-will justly fall 
the burden of their mistakes. 


MR. SPEER’S LETTER. 

We print elsewhere a letter from Mr. Emory 
Speer in reply to some strictures made upon 
his course as an independent by the Macon 
Telegraph in connection with the recent 
murder of young Mr. Rountree. The tone of 
this letter is not such as tocommend it to the 
judgment of thoughtful people who see in 
this bloody crime one of the results—though 
it may bea remote one—of a condition of 
affairs constituting the gravest problem with 
which a people have ever had to contend. 
The real question at issue between the Macon 
Telegraph and Mr. Speer does not, as it seems 
to us, call for personalities, and no diversion 
of that sort will suffice to obscure certain facts 
that are of tremendous import to the people 
of this state—to the blacks as well as to the 
whites. Mr. Speer, however, as a congress- 
man, and insome degree, a representative of 
the state, has a right to be heard, and the 
Macon Telegraph is amply able to take care of 
itself. 

We have no copy of the Telegraph’s article 
to refer to, but we did not understand the 
editor to mean that Mr. Speer is personally 
or immediately responsible for the murder of 
young Rountree; and it was perhaps injudi- 
cious and unnecessary to connect him with 
the horrible affair by name. But, after all is 
said, the fact remains that the murder of the 
unfortunate young man is the result of a 
spirit and a purpose which independentism 
has been the means of cultivating. Such a 
spirit and such a purpose would resnit from 
any condition or contingency which gives the 
negro undue importance as a political fac- 
tor. Behind this fact lies 
fact (and it is one which the restless politi- 
cians and office-seekers independent or other- 
wise would do well to take seriously to heart) 
that whoever would thoughtfully trifle with 
the race problem which as yet, is far from solu- 
tion, must be prepared t6 abide by the conse- 
quences. Unfortunately, asin the case of the 
murder of young Rountree, the consequences 
are far-reaching and may be more deplorable 
still. But another result, if the people of 
Athens and of Georgia are willing to take 
this bloody lesson to heart, will be to crush 
out that spirit of office-seeking, falsely called 
independentism, which, in pursuing its own 
ends, gives the negro voters and negro politi- 
cians false ideas of their importance, and 
false impressions as to their power. 

We would not turn this deplorable event 
into a crusade against Mr. Speer personally or 
individually, but it should be turned against 
the so-called “independent”. movement which 
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to edunt the cost of destroying the conserva- 
tive barriers and safeguards which the expe- 
rience of several hundred years found to be 
necessary should at least be taught the whole- 
some lesson which prudence suggests. It is 
not Mr. Speer who is responsible for the mur- 
der, but the spirit of independentism  so- 
called, which the people of Athens have 
largely aided in making successful. 

The attitude of Tue ConstirvtTion to- 
ward the colored. people is well- 
known. We have defended and befriend- 
ed them whenever an opportunity offered; 
first and last, we have stood between them 
and a good deal of prejudice. This we have 
done asa matter of course, and not for the 
purpose of securing their votes to the demo- 
cratic party; but now and then we perceive 
symptoms that are not at all hopeful. We 
have been urging the education of the race, 
in the hopes that by this means they would 
come to fully appreciate the nature of their 
relations to the state and to the people thereof; 
but itis nota very hopeful sign to see edu- 
cated colored men gloating over the murder of 
young Rountree as in some degree a victory for 
their race. Such fatuity as this is incompre- 
hensible. 

We _ihave an editorial ar- 
ticle recently printed in a _ colored 
paper with the strange name, The 
Defiance, and this article, from beginning 
to end, is in the nature of a tribute to the 
“bravery” of the negro who murdered young 
Rountree. More than this, it contains the 
very spirit and essence of incendiarism. And 
yet the editor of the Defiance is an educated 
negro. He graduated at the university in 
this city, and has edited his paper with great 
discretion and judgment; and yet, in a mo- 
ment, without reflection, he exposes himself 
and his race to arenewal of the prejudices 
which the real friends of the race have striven 
toallay.

New Yorx.—Senators Boyd and Browning, of the 
committee appointed to investigate the practice of 
making “‘corners’’ and dealing in ‘“‘futures,”” and 
to report what legislative action, if any, is necessa- 
ry for the public interests. met to-day and exam- 
ined Chauncey M. Depew, counsel for the New 
York Central railroad, and President Jewett, of the 
Erie. 

“I do not know that these practices are illegal,” 
said Mr. Depew, “but the public press said two 
years ago thata few pork-packeis had purchased 
all the pork there was in the United States, and 
then advanced the price somewhere near 50 per 
cent to tLe consumers, and that these speculators 
made over $1,(00,000 by that single transaction. 
It is well known that there was a_ short 
crop of corn in this country last summer, and 
a good crop in Europe. We had made a mar 
ket in Europe by our large crop of the previdus 
year, and it would have seemed to be good policy 
to retain that by using our surplus to supply that 
market, because we had mere than we needed to 
supply this country. But all the grain was pur- 
chased and held, and is held, I think, at this time, 
at prices higher than it is held at Liverpool. Eng- 
land has been stimulated to seek new sources of 
supply, and has found themin Russia, Egypt, Cy- 
prus and other places. At the same time, food pro- 
ducts which came from cereals have beeu largely 
advanced in price to consumers in this country. 
The papers announce that all the wheat in Chicago 
is held by a lot of speculators, and the morning 
papers announce that the steamship companies 
have offered to take wheat without charge as bal- 
last, afd even to pay premium, and that their offer 
has been declined. I use that as an argument for 
the purpose of strengthening my own case, and to 
defend the company for which I am counsel from 
the charge that has teen made, that the railroad 
company is producing the distress caused by this 
increase in the prices of the necessaries of life ”’ 

Question. Do you think the power exists in New 
York t@ make laws to protect the public interests 
against such evils” 

Answer. I think it very doubtful. The trade 
is too vast. You could not hamper itin any way. 
In all these matters it is exceedingly difficut to 
make lawsthat will not interfere with the legiti- 
mate traffic. Al) these ‘‘corners’’ are contrived by 
the methods that are used in legitimate transac- 
tions. Itis not only an evil, but a publie calam- 
ity. 

Question. It has been said that the railroads are 
responsible for these high prices? 

Answer. Well, the people must have sowe 
scapegoat. Our charges for freight have been go- 
ing down steadily, while the prices of provisions 
have been advanced. One of the causes of this 
was that the railroads could not get anyvhing to 
do,and kept cutting under one another in their 
eiforts to get something to carry. 

President Jewett testified: 

‘Practically, [have no experience or oe 
with regard to ‘corners.’ If I understand it, the 
system is extremely vicious and detrimental not 
only tothe public interest materially, but to pub- 
lic morals. Itdisturbs the normal and proper con- 
dition of the market and advances the price so long 
asthe pool exists to the consumers, who find it 
necessary to buy to meet daily wants. The con- 
sumer is forced to buy at prices beyond the real 
value without benefit to elther the producer, the 


legitimate dealer, the transporter or any one but 


the speculator.’’ 

(Juestion —How is 
speculators? 

Answer. New York can purchase only at the 
advanced prices, and it requires much more 
capital to handle the product, and therefore an in- 
crease Of profit in proportion to the risk. It de- 
ranges the ordinary course of ousiness; it reaches 
the stock market and cripples the dealer here in 
his ability tofill his ordinary contracts to supply 
the wants of ordinary customers at home and 
abroad. Itis disorganizing and demoralizing. It 
seriously injures transportation interests, because 
they must maintain the means to move the pro- 
duce when it finally comes forward. Thus the 
railroads ure sometimes called upon to carry 
beyond their capacity, and at other times they 
have not business for their capacity to carry. 
In my judgment this huge gamblin has 
substantially annihilated legitimate y AP raem 

Question. Do you believe that the legislature of 
this state could exercise its prerogative for the pur- 
pose of removing this evil? 

Answer. In every aspect or phase of the case in 
which you could reach it. It is as much the duty 
of the legislature to remedy this as any other evil. 
I do not see how the legislature of New York could 
prevent the formation of pools in Chicago. 

Question. Have the prices of freights on your 
road been decreased all the time that this advance 
in the cost of food has been going on? 

Answer. Yes, and that has been the case with 
every road. There has been a constant decline in 
the prices of freight for years. 

Question. Do you think these combinations

Dante Gabriel Kossetti—Pre-Kaphaelite Poet and 
Painter. 

Loxvon, April 11.—Dante Gabriel Rossetti, the 
artist and author of the work, ‘‘The Early Italian 
Poets,’’ and a volume of poems, is dead. 

Dante Gabriel Rossetti was the son of Gabriele 
Rossetti, an Italian poet, who, after being for sey- 
eral years director of the museum of Naples, was 
exiledin 1824, and settledin England, where he 
was, for many years previous to his death, professor 
of Italian literature in King’s college, London. In 
that city three children were born to him, Dante 
Gabriel, the subject of this sketch,in 1828. William 
Michael and Christiana Gabriella, whose poetical 
works are familiar to the public, in 1830. Dante 
Gabriel studied at King’s college, and early 
manifested an ardent passion for poetry 
and art. His first work was a series of illus- 
trations foran edition of Tennyson’s poems. At 
the age of twenty-one he exhibited a picture en- 
titled ‘‘The Girlhood of the Virgin,’’ which has 
been regarded as the beginning of the so-called 
pre-Rapbaelite school of art. In 1558 he exhibited 
at Liverpool three noted water-colers: ‘‘A Christ- 
mas Carol,’’ “The Wedding of St. George,”’ and 
‘‘Dante’s Dream on the Day of the Death of Beat- 
rice.’’ At the Scottish academy in 1569 he exhib- 
ited his ‘Fair Rosamond.’’ He has published nn- 
merous translations from Dante and other Itafian 
poets, and a great number of poems and sonnets of 
his own. 

During his career as painter and poet, Rossetti 
impressed his views and doctrines strongly upon 
two successive groups of men. The first was a gen- 


‘eration ago, when he was the leader of the pre- 
Raphaelite movement. Among his comrades in 
those early daysof the struggle against con,-en- 
tional methods of art study and art practice were 
Millais and Holman Hunt, who have both, though 
in very different directions, since departed far from 
the quaint romantic types of original pre-Baph- 
aelism. Again, when Rosetti was decorating the 
Oxford union with frescoes, his inspiration was 
communicated to two undergraduates, who are 
now famous as William Morris and Burne Jones. 
These two stand at the head of the second school of 
Mr. Rossetti's disciples, and, eachin his own way, 
they have become, with equal gifts and greater 
popularity than their former master, interpreters of 
hisardent sympathy with the spirit of earlier ages 
and foreign climes. The general tendency of Ros- 
setti's paintings has been in the direction of sym- 
bolisms and intellectual suggestions; and his poetry 
abounds in imagery, and deals with all shades of 
human experience and passien. The first pub- 
lished collection appeared more than twelve years 
ago. The last enlarge’ edition of his poems was 
only recently issued, and was met by an eager 
popular demand in beth Engiand and America. 
Mr. Ruskin has said of him what was probably 
meant to be as high praise as anything that could 
be said. ‘He was the first assertor in painting, as 
I believe I was myself in art literature. of the great 
distinctive principle of t school, (the pre- 
Raphaelite), that things should be printed as 1 ey 
probably did look and happen, and aot as by rules 
of art develo under Raphael, Correggio, and 
Michael Angelo they might be supposed gracefully 
deliciously, or sublimely to have happened. ”’

The Pennsylvania delegation to Chicagoin 1880 4 


was headed by General James A. Beaver, a one- 
legged soldier, from Centre county. He came from 
a district whose people were strongly anti-Grant, 
and warmly for Blaine for president. He wasmade 


chairman of the delegation, and voted and acted in 
conformity with Cameron’s wishes and with the 
stalwart phalanx, the famous ‘306.’’ During the 
convention, in which he was, of course, a somewhat 
conspicuous figure, and aiter Garfield’s nomina- 
tion there was a movement to nomina‘e Beaver for 
vice president.

Mr. Lamar continues: ‘But it is true, and 
it is about time for the people of Athens and 
the surrounding country to awaken to a 
knowledge of the fact that they who have 
upheld and sustained this young man (Mr. 
Speer) in hisanything but admirable career, 
may have to bear a part of the responsibility 
for the results which have followed.” 

Now, the animosity of Mr. Albert Lamar 
towards me is well understood, and is gener- 
ally ascribed to the fact that he was dismissed 
for incompetency by the democratic clerk of 
the 46th congress, and to the further fact that 
my cousin, Mr. Eugene Speer, was appointed 
to the vacant position, and held it while the 
democrats held the house, I have been in- 
formed also that Mr. Lamar announced his 
purpose with Mr. Hanson’s paper ‘to drive 
me from public life.’

His coadjutor came into 
the county and the district since the last elec- 
tion. ‘How indefensible, therefore, is it to as- 
cribe this crime to independentism in the 
ninth district? With the same _ propriety 
the rather frequent homicides in 
Macon for several yeays past may be charged 
to the organized politics of that district, and if 
Mr. Lamar can find in his spleen to me and 
my family the justification of his slanders, 
what excuse has he to assail the high-minded 
and orderly people whoin I represent? 

My “‘career,”’ in the opinion of Mr. Lamar, 
“is artvthing but admirable.” I confess that 
[ often think, in looking backwards, that I 
might have done better, and I do not boast of 
my career. Such as it is, however, it 1s infin- 
itely better and higher than that of Mr. Albert 
R. Lamar. I have never been dis- 
charged by my own party from public 
oftice for incompetency, nor have _ I 
used the powers entrusted to me to glut 
a detestable malice toward aman who had 
never injured me.

BURNED AT SEA. 


The Fate of a British Ship—Some of the Survivors 


San Francisco, April 13.—The American 
ship Republic, from Liverpool, reports that 
March 21 in 2 dg. 40 min. north, 110 dg. west, 
she picked up a boat belonging to the British 
ship Navarro, of Yarmouth, England, from 
Shields. The boat contained F. J. Richards, 
second oflicer of the Navarro, and four men, 
who reported that on March 15, 14 deg. north, 
114 deg. west, they left the Navarro on fire, 
fore and aft, and saw it burned to the water’s 
edge. The ship’s crew left-in three boats. 
The first contained the master and nine men; 
the second, the first ofticer and eight men; the 
third, Richards and companions. All the 
boats steered northeast and kept together for 
twenty-four hours. The first two boats, being 
the best sailers, were then lost sight of by the 
second mate’s boat. When last seen they 
were steering northeast. The men in the 
second mate’s boat, when picked up by the 
tepublic, had a good supply of bread and 
water and only suffered from exposure, and 
were in good condition. 

| A FATAL EXPLOSION. 

CHARLESTON, April 13.—The steamer 
Planter, from this port, exploded her boiler 
this morning just after leaving the dock. 
Jake Washington,a colored deck hand, was 
scalded to death. L. 8S. Bosang and W. T. 
Ham, mate and engineer, both white, were 
seriously scalded. Two colored men were 
slightly injured.. The Planter had a cargo of 
merchandise and about twelve cabin passen- 
gers. None of the latter are injured. The 
vessel and cargo are but slightly damaged. 
The vessel was towed back to the pier.

To-day, while 
the son was dressing a stone for the founda; 
tion of the house, the father crept into the 
stable, twenty-five feet distant, with a rifle 
and shot his son through the abdomen. He 
then went to his bedroom, and placing him- 
self before a mirror, shot himself through the 
head with a revolver. The physician thinks 
John E. Nassett cannot recover. He has a 
wife and an infant child.

zation in 1x65, but was not admitted, and wa- elect- 
ed a delegate from Colorado to the fortieth congress 
as a republican, serving from March 4, 1567, to 
March 3, 1869. '

ten, and I am pretty well, I thank you. 

That was the ugliest chapter of American History. 
It was worse than war, amd more odious than 
treason. As it was the first crime of its 
sort in the Listory of the republic it will be the 
last. Never again will the American people be in 
the temper to submit to so flagrant an outrage. It 
was inexorably proved before the case was €ecided, 
that an Alachua county politician and a negro, by 
stufling one ballot-box, actually stijled the voice of 
tifty millions of people and reversed the edicts of 
thirty-eight sovereign states. This 
afterwards confessed to by the man who did it. 
And yet the verdict stood for four years, and the 
dire stress for peace enforced submission to a fraud 
that fixed the character of one administration. 
Truly it was an unholy swarm of strikers that in- 
fested Tallahassee during that period. Spies, false 
witnesses, bummers and ballot-thieves—more vic- 
ious than the flies that issue from her sands—filthier 
than the buzzards that lolled on herchimney-tops! 
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At the depot just as I was leaving Atlanta I met 
Mr. Rankin, of the 7th district, and Mr. Findlay, of 
the 9th. Each of them had views on affairs in his 
dis:rict. Said Mr Rankin: 

“Dr. Felton has lost ground in the 7th district in 
the past few months. He is unmistakably weaker 
than before. This matters very little to him, how- 
ever. His eyes are set on the United States senate. 
Whether he runs for congress or governor, he is try- 
ing to get to the senate. His object 1s to have an 
independent legislature elected, and to succeed Mr. 
Hill. This ambition explains his attack on Mr. 
Hill, the bitterness of which was out of proportion 
to the cause. He is going to be a candidate2 for the 
senate unless the coalition movement is overwhelm- 
ingly defeated in the counties.”’ 

Mr. Raukin is observant and shrewd and very 
bright.

Tre Prospects of Carrying the Keystone State at the 
Next Election. 
From the New York Sun. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 10.—The democratic 
convention meets in Harrisburg on June 26, 
a full month after the independent republi- 
can. For the first time in many years, har- 
mony at least rules in the organization, save 
the usual factional quarrels among the ward 
politicians of Philadelphia. They have their 
squabble over the control of the eity commit- 
tee, and asitis intensified and the decent 
members withdraw from the _ active 
organization the probabilities increase 
that at the proper time -the_ ringsters 
and roosters will all be kicked out, and an 
honestand capable organization be provided 
for the party. In the state at lerge good feel- 
ing prevails, and an earnest purpose to com- 
mit the convention and candidates to all the 
reforms demanded in the state. How far 
this purpose involves a fusion remains to be 
seen. No popular sentiment in its favor is 
yet developed. All the republican factions 
insist that they are republicans for republi- 
cans in office, aud the great majority of dem- 
ocrats favor the maintenance of their party 
integrity, especially when the chances of 
success are heightened bv repub- 
lican division. In the present pros- 
pect of both republican conventions 
nominating straight tickets of their own 
kind the democratig programme is for a 
straight ticket of staal men selected without 
a factional wrangle. The Hon. John Trun- 
kev, a blanf#®less judge on the supreme bench 
of the state, is talked of by those who look 
to securing the largest portion of the disaf- 
fected republican vote, who hope possibly to 
make a fusion ticket with an independent 
republican lieutenant governor, and who con- 
sider Trunkey an available candidate for 
president in 1884 if the democrats could elect 
him governor this year. State Senator Eckley 
B. Coxe of Luzerne declines to be a candidate. 

Ex-United States Senator Charles R. Buck- 
alew is favorably considered as an available 
candidate of a sweeping reform issue. Comp- 
troller Robert E. Pattison, of Philadelphia, 
has the larger part of its delegation for him, 
though he is fiercely opposed by one faction 
of his party there, and his departure from the 
work of municipal reform by prospecting for 
a state office is also severely deprecated by 
many of the independents, who have hither- 
to supported him in local campaigns. His 
canvass has not met with much encourage- 
ment outside of the city. Meanwhile the 
Hon. James _H, Hopkins, ex-congressman 
from Pittsburgh, who was the leading com- 
petitorof Mr. Dill for the nomination for 
governor four years ago, is having delegates 
instructed for him, and bids fair to be the 
leading and winning candidate. Indeed, his 
nomination is not strongly antagonized in 
any quarter, and at present seems very proba- 
ble. ” 

Chauncey F. Black, of York, son of the 
Hon. J. 8. Black, is the most likely candidate 
for lieutenant governor. |

GUITEAU’S BOOK PRINTED. 


Some Kemarkable Declarations—He Prefcrs Death to 
Life Imprisonment. 

WasnHtnetTon, April 
which Guiteau has been for some time engaged 
has just been printed, and copies were to-night 
sent to various representatives of the press. 
It is entitled ““The Truth and the Removal.”’ 
The first part is a reprint of the theological ar- 
gument published by Guiteau some years since 
upon the second coming of Christ. The 
second part is a summary and retiew of 
the recent trial, interspersed with quota- 
tiens from newspapers. In an appendix 
are collected fifty or sixty letters 
of sympathy which the author says 
he has received, including more than thirty 
pages of communications from one young 
woman in New York city, which bear various 
dates from December 26 to the day of the 
prisoner's conviction. In the preface to the 
second part of his book, which bears the date 
of March 14, the author says: ‘“‘It all other 
remedies fail I shall boldly appeal to the pres- 
ident for relief under my own hand.’ Re- 
ferring to his crime, he says: ‘“‘I spit on ad- 
verse opinion on this subject. I say I am 
right. Carfield ought to have been removed, 
and I was God’s man to doit. If lam maur- 
dered on the gallows this nation and the offi- 
cials that do it will pay well for it. It will be 
along time before the Almighty lets up on 
them. I had rather go to glory in June than 
to Auburn prison for life.”’

THE INDIAN QUESTION. 


Seme Vigorously Expressed Views from a Colorade 
Stand point. 
From the Washington Post. 

Congressman Bellford, of Colorado, has in- 
troduced a bill in the house to open up the 
Ute reservation in that state. e is abun- 
dantly equipped with statistics on the Indian 
question generally, but as yet has had noo 
portunity for their elaborate promulgation in 
the house. Last night he said to a Post re- 
porter as follows: ‘The trouble is that when- 
ever an Indian matter comes up the members 
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the phases of this question there are but two 
things for the Indian to do—work or starve. 
No man has a right to the soil who is not wil- 
ling to cultivate it. Weappropriate now $5,- 
000,000 to support ablebodied Indian paupers. 
If congress were asked to appropriate that 
amount to support the same number of white 
men there would be a howl. What is the dif- 
ference between the Indian and white man? 
That is the only question I have to propound 
at present.” 


A Valuable Set of Legal Records. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—The following report of 
Senator therman, from the committee on the li- 
brary, will interest all having business with the su- 
preme court. It favors the purchase of the records 
and briefs of cases inthe supreme court of the 
United States belonging to the estate of the late 
Matthew H. Carpenter. These are: (1.) The records 
from January term, 1832, when they were first 
printed, to the end of October term, 1877. (2) the 
briefs of counsel in cases before the court from De- 
cember term, 1861, to the end of October term, 1877. 

These makein all 406 volumes, bunt as they are 
mostly bound in very large volumes,they contain 
the matter of about 1,000 ordinary volumes of law 
books. It is understood that there are only three 
sets of these documents in existence, and that they 
would be of great constant value in the law ap oe 
ment of the library for the use and reference of the 
counts, the barand the public. The library, it may 
be added, already has the continuation of these 
records and briefs, from the end of the set here re- 
ferred to ini 1877, to the present time, which will be 
continued by an existing order of the supreme 
court without cost to the library. The committee 
recommend that an appropriation of $8,000 (which 
has been certified to the committee by experts asa 
fair commercial valuation for these documents) be 
inserted in the bill providing for sundry civil ex- 
penses of the government, for the purchase of this 
set of records and briefs, the same to be deposited 
in the library of congress.

Official Work by George W. Cable. 

WASHINGTON, April 10.--A report has been issued 
by the census bureau which will be of peculiarin- 
terest atleast to a large class. This is the special 
report of George W. Cable, the novelist, on the his- 
tory and present condition of New Orleans. The 
report is issued as one of a series on the social sta- 
tistics of cities, prepared under the supervision of 
George Waring, Jr. The city of New Orleans was 
selected for special illustration, because its history 
is peculiarand picturesque, is littl known and has 
never been adequately treated; and Mr. Cable 
was chosen to act as the historian, because his writ- 
ings had shown such familiarity with the subject 
and such skill in depicting its main features. The 
report, which is combined in the same volume with 
a report on Austin, Texas, contains eighty-six quar- 
to pages, giving not only technical information of 
the present condition of the city, butan elaborate 
review of the principal events since its settlement, 
with an historical account of its mixed populations, 
and of the influence of the various races on each 
ether. it is illustrated with seventcen Maps and 
plans, showing the successive changes in the city 
since 1728. It appears to be a thorough and interest- 
ing monograph. It is not proposed,of course, to fol- 
low the same plan with the better known cities of 
the north and east.
